A new railway from Winnipeg to Portage la 
Prairie on the south side of the Assimboine 
and thence south-west to the Souris, is being 
projected by Winnipeg capitalists. 

The first sod of the Emerson & North-West- 
ern railway wasto haye been turoed on the 
Vist of September The road is to connect 
Emerson, West Lynne, Nelxon and Portage 
la Prairie 

A rumor that the Manitoba South-Western 
had been sold to Dr. Schultz is said by Gen- 
eral Hammond to be made out of whole cloth. 
The line w completed 52 miles but is not 
being extended, 

A company of Frenen marines have lauded 
on the Newfoundland coast and hoisted the 
French flag, formally taking possession of the 
councry for France. The British squadron 1s 
eooing about it 

A company from Kemptvile, Ont., have 
purchased lands situated on Loug Lake, west 
of Qu'Appelle, for which they have deposited 
the sum of $36,000. They will bring out set- 
Hers from Eugland. 

After the 28th of September the western 
mails were lo be carried on the C.P.R. as far 
as South Qu’Appe lie, or Capeile, as it has been 
rechristened, and the time between Winnipeg 
and Edm mton reduced to fifteen davs. 

P. B. Johnson of Emerson, who suld some 
Moberly lots last’ winter for high figures, has 
been compelled to disgorge $4,000 on the ac- 
count. The charge was obtaining money 
under false pretences, and the aitecraative 
jail.

E. A.C. Pew has signed a contract to build 
the Souris & Rocky Mountain railway from a 
point on the C.P.R. 100 miles west of Winni- 
peg, to the Rocky Mountains Fifty thou- 
sand dollars was to have been expended during 
the first month, Octc ber, and 150,000 during 
the second, on actual construction. The first 
fifty miles is to be completed by the Ist of 
June, 1883 and the balance within eight years. 
It is proposed that the line shall run ina 
north-westerly direction through Rapid City, 
Ft. Ellice, Battleford and Edmonton. It will 
run through the est of land the whole way. 
It is probable that connection will be made 
with the Emerson and North-western lately 
commenced, the Duluth and Winnipeg, partly 
constructed , the lines along the south shore of 
Lake Superior, the Outario and Pacific Junc- 
tion on the north shore of Lake Huron, and 
finally with the Grand Trunk, thus forming a 
+ through competing line with the C. P. R. 
More power to them ! 

Herald :—The newly surveyed town plot at 
Battleford is about one mile square and in- 
cludes the present town in the flat of the 
Battle river. The Indians at Battleford who 
came from the south say they were promised 
plenty of grub and no work if they came 
nor ‘h ; if they don’t get the grub chey will go 
back ; the agent is having a hard time. Col. 
Irvine is expected at Battleford shortly. Fin- 
layson Bros. have Hungarian grass five feet 
eight inches in length. A petition to have 
the townships in the vicinity of Battleford 
surveyed hes been got up. A cabinet shop 
ha+ been started in Battleford. A. Macdonali 
& Co. have 200 carts on the road. George 
Findlay passed through on his way from Mc- 
Leod to Prince Albert with a band of 46 
horses. The Dufferin and Battle River Colo- 
nization Co. have 20 townships on both sides 
of the Battle river, 90 miles west of Battle- 
ford. Tenders are asked for the supply of 
40,000 ties for use on the South Saskatchewan 
Valley Railway, to be delivered in Prince Al- 
vert settlement not later than July 1st, 1883. 
A Prince Albert correspondent savs that the 
line is to run from a point near Qu’Appelle to 
Prince Albert early next spring. ‘‘ The com- 
pany will bring an engine on the Canadian 
Pacific Railway to the South Branch, and flat- 
boat ic down to the point where the South 
Saskatchewan Railway crosses that stream. 
They will also bring rails in the same manner, 
80 that by next year trains will be running 
becween the rivers.”
